selves ridiculous.

a pass is an insidious bribe. 
Men whom you could not have 
bought for $50, $100, or $600, to 
vote for a certain man or a certain 


thing would yield as the result of favors 


or obligations incurred by the accept- 
ance of passes. Such favors could be 


extended in such a way that they would 
be just as effective as a direct bribe. 

“The ease with which these corpora- 
tions could control conventions and nom- 
inate their men gave rise to a demand 
for a direct primary whereby men could 
nominated by the people, by going 
to their voting places and casting their 
for the men that they wanted 
nominated. That is impracticable now, 
the average man knows about 
public men. They read the papers and 
know the record of men-who have been 
affairs, and they are capable 
of exercising judgment and {t is an hon- 
est judgment. They are not accepting 
favors from corporations, and by 
reading they have formed opinions as to 
what men stand for.’’ 

Senator Bristow had risen from his 
seat and, speaking in megaphone tone, 
said: 

‘The old convention tn the West {s 
becoming a reminiscence—a  discarJed 
institution which has outhHved its use- 
fulness. The West has met this condi- 
tion, and solved it, while the East has 
not. It is coming to it. Possibly it has 
not suffered so much from the selfish- 
ness and greed of business men as the 
West has. 

“But I doubt that. I think New En- 
gland now ts in the grip of the corpo- 
rate power, the great monoplies, just 
as much as Kansas or Missouri ever 
was, and it is only a question of time 
until New England will wake up, just 
as the Western states have.’’

When he makes a proposition he will 
not take any chances of being wrong 
and he never comes to fr conclusion 
prematurely. He has no equal in 
public life today, in the thoroughness 
of his investigation into public ques- 
tions, and there is no man in Ameri- 
can politics whose conclusions will be 
as sound and as sane as La Follette's 
on anything that he undertakes to 
solve. He belleves in the.fandamen- 
tal principles of our institutions, he 
belleves in a republican form of Gov- 
ernment and in a representative Gov- 
ernment, he believes that Government 
ought to be administered tn the in- 
terest of the people and not in the 
interest of a few who want to get 
rich by exploiting the people.”

The charge 
is made that four formulas were trans- 
ferred from the Walker company to the

Shares of the 750 shares of the Walker 
company, but that his brother and 
Julius W. Reinholdt, owning the con- 
trolling interest, have so manipulated 
its affairs that the treasury is prac- 
tically depleted.

| Record of Packers’ 





Trial Promises to 
Be Biggest Ever 


CHICAGO, Jan. 20. 
HE record in the packers’ case 
i promises to be the most 
voluminous in the history of 
criminal proceedings in the Federal 
courts. With the trial only six 
weeks old, and with only 17 wit- 
nesses heard, there are more than 
a million words in the stenograph- 
ic report. The record, when court 
adjourned today, comprised 4120 
pages of typewritten matter. <At 
the present rate of progress the 
trial will last until May or June, 
and it is estimated the record will 
contain a billion words when com- 
pleted.

CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—United States 
District Attorney Wilkerson declares 
that the Government in the first six 
weeks of the trial has made substan- 
tial progress in the offering of evidence 
in support of its charge that the Chi- 
cago packers maintained a combination 
in restraint of trade. 

When court adjourned today the Gov- 
ernment bad examined 17 witnesses and 
offered in evidence 120 documents of 
various kinds bearing on the business 
methods of the packers under indict- 
ment. A summary of the Govern- 
meat’s evidence thus far presented, ac- 
cording to District Attorney Wilkerson, 
shows: 

That the packers, between 1894 and 
1902, had a pool which met every Tues- 
Cay and divided territory, fixed per- 
centage of shipments, agreed on mar- 
gins and followed a uniform system in 
figuring the test cost of beef. 

That these weekly meetings stopped 
for a few months after the issuance of 
Judge Grosscup’s injunction against the 
packers in 1902. That these meetings 
were resumed at the homes of the mem- 
bers in the summer of 1902. That the 
Armour, Swift and Morris interests ac- 
quired by purchase on joint account the 
plants of eight competitors and at- 
tempted to form a giant merger of the 
packing interests of the country with 
a capital of nearly $1,000,000,000. 

That this plan was abandoned be- 
cause of the inability of the promoters 
to finance it. 

That the National Packing Co. was 
formed in March, 1908, to operate the 
plants of the eight competitors, and that 
fits stock was divided between the Ar- 
mour, Swift and Morris Interests. 

That since then the packers as di- 
rectors and officers of the National 
Packing Co. have held weekly meetings, 
at which the practice of dividing terri- 


tory, fixing percentage shipments and 
agreeing on margins was continued 
throughout the period covered by the 


indictment. 


Test Cost Basis of Margins, 
That the system of tiguring the test 


cost of beef used in one form or anoth- 
er by the members of the alleged com- 
bination was the basis used in fixing 
margins. 

That the representatives of Armour, 
Swift, Morris and the National Pack-

That the packers sent weekly instrue- 
tions to their branch house managers 
fu every territery giving shipments to 
be made and margins. 

Counsel for the defense maintain that 
the evidence sec far does not substan- 
Uate the charges in the indictment and 
are prepared to call scores of witnesses 
who they declare will disprove the con- 
tentions which the Government 
on in the case. 

The defense lays special stress on the 
circumstances that practically all ef the 
evidence thus far adduced refers to 
period outside of the three years in- 
cluded in the indictments.

Former Industrial School Head 


Mortgages Property to 
Close the Deal. 








MUST SERVE TWO YEARS 





His Bondsmen Might Have 
Seized Realty for the 
School Shortage. 








On the eve of going to the penitentiary 
for two years, Allan P. Richardson, for- 
mer superintendent of the Industrial 
School, mortgaged his property and yes- 
terday paid back to the city $6150, the 
sum he was convicted of embezzling by 
padding the municipal payroll. 

The transaction was managed by Rob- 
ert Rutledge, of the Rutledge & Kilpat- 
rick Realty Co., 717 Chestnut street. 
Rutledge and Richardson have been 
friends since the youthful days when 
they attended night school together in 
St. Louis. For 14 years the real estate 
man has been a member of the Indus- 
trial School Board. 


Richardson Has Property. 
According to Rutledge, Richardson has 


two pleces of real estate, one on Clark 


other on Magnolia avenue west of Van- 
deventer avenue. The value of this prop- 
erty, he said, is sufficient to secure the 
deeds of trust. The deeds bear interest 
at 6 per cent, which Rutledge will sub- 
tract from the rents of the property be- 
fore transferring them to Mrs. Richard- 
son for her support and that of her five 
children. He estimates the rents at $175 
a month. The mortgages are payable 
at the end of three years. 

Rutledge believes that within this time 
the Clark avenue property, which ts In 
the vicinity of the Rankin tract, will 
increase in value so that {ts sale will pay 
the loan and leave the Magnolia avenue 
property clear of incumbrance. His con- 
fidence in Richardson’s activity and re- 
sourcefulness is such that he believes 
the former superintendent, after his re- 
lease, will make a success in some form 
of business, not yet decided upon. 


He Gives a Check. 
As Richardson's agent, Rutledge exe- 


cuted the mortgages @ month ago and 
procured the loan upon them. A check 
for $6150, signed by Rutledge as trus- 
tee of Richardson, was given to the 
Cireult Clerk yesterday by Charles P. 
Johnson, the latter’s attorney. 

Rutledge said that, in addition to his 
sentence, Richardson was liable for the 
amount stolen to his surety bondsmen, 
who could have seized his property in 
satisfaction of the obligation. 

Within a few days Richardson will be 
sent to the penitentiary at Jefferson 
City, which was his boyhood home.

Missing Since Thureday. 

Subsequentiy it was learned that 
Leon! had been missing since Thursday, 
that on the eve of the Sansone cage, 
feudists of the Camarata faction had 
threatened his life and that his personal 
courage had prevented him from leaving 
the city although he had been warned 
repeatedly to do so. 
Motives for such a murder are not 
wanting. The Camaratists believed, ac- 
cording to police investigation, that Le- 
oni's testimony at the first trial, last 
June, had caused jurors to vote in favor 
of an acquittal, causing a hung jury. M. 
Sansone, father of Tony and friend and 
protector of Leon!, had reectved Diack 
hand letters demanding $1990 and threat- 
ening to kill and decapitate both him 
and his son if he did not pay. The 
Sansones fear that the grewsome head- 
less body was dropped near thetr home 
as a reminder of the decapitation threat- 
ened for them as well as a wreaking of 
vengeance upon an enemy. 

The climax of the day's startling de- 
velopments came last night In a meet- 
ing of the Sansones and the witnesses 
for the son's trial at Attorney John &. 
Leahy's office in the Bank of Commerce 
Bulilding. This meeting had been ar- 
ranged several days ago. The roll. of 
witnesses was called—and only Leont 
was absent. That they were certain of 
the fate meted out to him was shown 
in their fear even of going to the 
morgue to identity the body.

The Election Board refused to permit 
the use of the official machinery of the 
office unless it was given authority to 
appoint the judges and clerks. No pri- 
mary election under the call of the 
state Committee, issued Jan. 138, is pos- 
sible under the ruling of the board. The 
board’s vote was 2 to 2, the Democratic 
members voting to grant the City Com- 
mittee’s request. Chairman Kortjohn 
ruled the motion lost. 

Herman W. Fay, 
Democratic City Committee, and chair- 
man of a nmiitee of five, appoint- 
ed to arrange for the primary, has {s- 
sued a call for a ineeting of his sub- 
committee at 11 a. m. Monday to devise 
a plan for holding the election. 

The subcommittee has decided to 
throw open the field for all candidates, 
permitting the filing of delegations for 
Harmon and Wilson, well as for 
Folk and Clark. This decision of the 
committee has proved quite embarrass- 
ing for the Clark men, were 
hoping to have all the Folk opposition 
thrown to Clark.

VIENNA, Jan. 20.—W. Morgan Shu- 


ster, the American who was appointed 
Treasurer-General by Persia, but dis- 
missed at the dictation of Russia, ar- 
rived in Vienna today, accompanied by 
his wife and their two children. He 
was escorted from Teheran through 
Lower Russia and to this city by Ed- 
ward Bell, the secretary of the Amer- 
ican Legation In Persia’s capital. 

To the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
Shuster said: 

“We left Teheran Jan. 11 in a motor 
car which the Shah lent us. On the 
journey we encountered fearful ob- 
Stacles, traveling through snow 4 feet 
deep. Four times we had to be dug out 
—the first day with pick and shovel. 
Then we traveled through Russia by 
way of Baku. 

“We shall leave tomorrow for Paris, 
to remain five days, then go to London 
for 10 days, and finally to Washington, 
where I shall resume my law practice. 

“During my eight months’ stay in 
Persia, I tried to the best of my ability 
and at much risk to bring order out of 
the financial chaos against overwhelm- 
ing odds. I lost 35 pounds in weight, 
but have recovered 15 pounds since 
leaving. 

“Persia’s present condition is one of 
absolute anarchy and robbery. The coun- 
try {s {n control of seven Persian of- 
ficials who are devoid of character or 
honesty, who are despised by their own 
people, and who know that their seizing 
of the reins of government was illegal 
and unconstitutional. Their continu- 
ance in power is made possible only 
by the support of the Russian and 
British governments. 

“All hope of Persia's self development 
at present seems futile. If it had been 
left so itself, without interference from 
interested European nations, the coun- 
try might have recovered its prosperity 
with its finances placed upon a sound 
basis and with a proper form of consti- 
tutional government firmly established. 

“England made a costly mistake in 
not holding Russia strictly to the terms 
of the Anglo-Russian agreement, which 
then would have checked Russia’s ac- 
tion and probably would have prevented 
the serious trouble which {s probable 
in the future.

Gomez Administration Over- 
comes Menace of Veteran- 
ista Agitation. 





PROSECUTIONS TO CEASE 








Officeholders Accused of Hos- 
tility to Independence Will 
Be Let Alone. 





HAVANA, Jan. 20.—That the Gomez 
administration has successfully passed 
the crisis resulting from the Veteran- 
ista agitation appears reasonably cer- 
tain from assurances given by leaders 
of all factions, who attended the con- 
ference at the palace. The terms of 
an agreement, to which are appended 
the signatures of the leaders, were an- 
nounced officially tonight as follows. 

“l. The association of the Veterans 
of the War of Independence will con- 
fine {ts activities to such purposes as 
are defined in its constitution and by- 
laws. 

‘2. The national council of the Vet- 
erans of Independence’ will choose 
Whether the existing revising commis- 
sion engaged in the examination of 
complaints against office holders ae- 
cused of hostility to the cause of Cuban 
independence, shall now  dissolve—in 
Which case, its duties shall devolve on 
various members of the Cabinet—or 
shall continue in operation. 
“3. In either case, all prosecution of 
office holders of this class shall cease 
on Feb. 24. 

“4. The President shall then request 
Congress to revoke suspension of the 
civil service law. 

‘5. The veteran leaders and all the 
members of the association pledge 
themselves to act as guardians of the 
moral and material peace of the coun- 
try and to aid the Government to this 
end.”’ 5 
The agreement concludes with the 
statement that the Government is now 
assured that those who fought for in- 
dependence will devote themselves to 
removing any excuse for American in- 
tervention, closing with the declara- 
tion: 

“The Cuban people repose faith In the 
honor, loyalty and patriotism of the 
American nation to protect their liberty 
and rights.”’ 

This agreement was ratified at a 
meeting of the veterans this evening.

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IFEDERAL ROAD AID 


A POLITICAL ISSUE 


The three Missouri delegates, Roy E. 
Britton, president of the Automobile 
Club of St. Louts; W. P. M. Stevens, 
secretary of the Automobile Club of 
Kansas City, and Curtis Hill, State 
Highway Commissioner of Missouri, to 
the national good roads convention held 
in Washington, D. C., Jan. 16 and 17, 
for the purpose of seeking Federal aid 
in the good roads movement, report 
marvelous interest in the movement. 

Twenty-five states were represented. 
The delegates numbered over 300 active 
and public-spirited men. Gov. Harmon 
appointed 31 delegates and they all at- 
tended. All of the Ohfo senators and 
representatives, excepting three, are in 
favor of Federal aid. All of the Demo- 
cratic representatives are In favor. Hon. 
Richard Bartholdt has declared in favor 
of the movement, and it is expected that 
Hon. L. C. Dyer and Hon. Theron Cat- 
lin will also fall in line. Hon. W. P. 
Boreland has a Federal-aid-good-roads 
measure before the House at present. 

Judging from the enthusiasm shown 
and the open support which the Federal 
aid movement received from the Demo- 
cratic representatives, it is believed that 
the movement may figure in the Demo- 
cratic platform. 

Curtis Hill told the delegates of the 
impetus which the good roads movement 
Was receiving in Missouri, and of the 
remarkable progress in the creating of 
the Across the State Highway, which 
would form the Missouri link of the 
transcontinental highway.

CITY AUTO ORDINANCE | 
NOW IN COUNCIL 


of Delegates bill 247, which 
license fee to be paid to the 
of St. Louis on automobiles, hasy 
been passed by the House and is now 
in the Council, where it has had its 
first reading. It is believed that it will 
pass the Council without materia! 
amendment, and it will be signed by 
the Mayor at once, because it is to be- 
come effective on Feb. 1. 

This date is arbitrarily fixed by the 
State automobile law, which is also ef- 
fective on Feb. 1, as is also the amount 
of the license fee to be charged. This 
fee is regulated by the horsepower of 
the car and ranges from $2 to $12 per 
annum. The new city ordinance pro- 
vides for the issuance by the license 
collector of a metal tag 3 inches in 
diameter, which is to be carried inside 
the dash of the car or in some other 
conspicuous place. 

Delegate Eugene Hale was Iinstru- 
mental in securing the addition of a 
paragraph in the bill after it had left 
the House, which provides that a blan- 
ket license shall be issued to dealers in 
and manufacturers of automobiles, per- 
mitting them for $16 a vear to have one 
original and four duplicate license 
plates. This is also {n consonance with 
the State law. This amendment was 
made at the request of the Automobile 
Manufacturers and Dealers’ Association. 

Under the new city ordinance, when 
it {s finally passed, there will be brit 
one license plate, that by the 
State, displayed and that will be on the 
rear of the automobile. This, it is 
claimed, will prevent the possibility of 
confusion of numbers in the minds of

He doubted the innocence of 
Stephenson and expressed surprise at 
B ihe action of the investigators. He 
would not, he said, accept the findings 
‘without thorough examination of the 
testimony on his own account. This 
‘caused Senator Pomerene to explain at 
length that, while large sums of money 
were used, and possible undue influence 
had been exerted, this could not be 
traced to Stephenson.

Buys at Bargain Sales and Avoids 
Telephone to Corner 
Grocer. 





Can a married couple live in St. Louis 
on $12 a week? 

This question was raised in the ‘‘Let- 
ters from the People’ column of the 
Post-Dispatch several weeks ago by a 
writer who took the view that the 
question must be answered in the nega- 
tive. Since then there have been other 
letters from persons who, for the most 
part, agreed with the first writer. 

However, there is one man who not 
only says it can be done, but that he 
and his wife have done it for 20 years, 
He is a man in comfortable financial 
circumstances, owner of two small 
downtown hotels and of his residence 
property. He is Cc. E. Pratt of 4918 
Spalding avenue, a leader in Congrega- 
tional church affairs. 

Pratt lives thus economically because 
he believes it is better for one to do 
so than not. There is no mystery about 
the way he does it, and anybody else 
can live that way if he chooses, he be- 
lieves. 

I have been keeping house for % 
years,’’ he explained, “and at no time 
in that period have my table expendi- 
tures exceeded $10 a month: often they 
have been much lower. My wife and I 
are in affluent circumstances, but do 
not exceed that figure even now. The 
first six months of our married life 
our total cash expenditures, exclusive 
of rent, amounted exactly to $59.90. 

Rents Surplus Rooms. 

“We at one time rented a six-room 
flat, buying the furniture, including a 
piano, for $59. We subrented the three 
front rooms for enough to pay all our 
rent for the place. One can now rent 
such a flat in a good neighborhood for 
$20 and rent out three or four rooms 
for $25 a month. Furnished rooms cLan 
be rented in good localities for $19 a 
month, $12 heated. 

“Coal can be bought for $2.25 a ton 
and one ton will go a long way toward 
heating and even cooking in one room. 
Two tons of coal would carry one 
through nearly a whole winter. 

“In buying food we do not give or- 
ders by telephone, for the grocer will 
certainly take advantage of that and 
send the most expensive materials, but 
we go in person and choose. We do not 
buy the expensive materials or get food 
out of season. We get meats from the 
cheap cuts and cook them as they re- 
quire. We like them as well as the 
high-priced cuts.

She drew a 
clipping from her pocket bearing a 
photograph of herself, and smiled at 
it with a sort of coquetry. The smile 
enlivened her blank, freckled face 
as if by magic. 

Animatedly Talks of Case. 

She became uncannily 
when speaking of her crime, 
subject she did not receive

“T would kill him again,” 
“if I had it to do over. It was all I 
could do. I couldn’t run away. He 
kept watch. Even when I went home 
to my father and mother he went 
with me.

“I was one of six children, and 
went work. Mr. Duncan made me 
get up at 4 o’clock every morning and 
haul railroad ties until 6. Then I cooked 
for the family. His farm was 12 miles 
out of Marble Hill, and my home was 
two miles away. I got to go home once 
every three or four months. 


Couldn’t Read, Too Old to Play.

Duncan 
was in the habit of making murderous 
threats when his will was crossed, As 
the girl grew older, womanly instincts 
arose in her and she determined to kill 
her oppressor. For months she carried 
the secret purpose in her breast. 

On the last day of the year, Duncan 
demanded that she elope with him. She 
1efused, and he threatened her life. She 
prepared a cup of coffee in which she 
put rat poison. Duncan tasted the drug 
and sent for a physician. Then the 
girl crushed his head with a hammer. 

She was exonerated at a preliminary 
hearing, but a subsequent court order 
sentenced her to the Girls’ Industrial 
Home.

It is true that Egan’s men never attack or re- 
sist a policeman. In this they are cleverer than 
the members of the “Bottoms Gang,” which was 
viped out because its members began fighting 
vith policemen and shot two of them. During 
the time I have commanded the district, Egan’s 
followers have fought and killed only among 
themselves. No outsider has been attacked. So 
long as this policy is maintained, the police will 
be baffled.

HE accuracy of Egan's statements, in es-

with a record of some dozen homicides that have

His boast that the saloon at Broadway and 
Carr street “is perhaps the quietest in St. Louis” 
appears well-founded to a casual visitor. Almost 
a hush, which becomes uncanny after a few min- 
utes, seems to brood over the place. There is 
no clinking of glasses, no shouted toast, no laugh- 
ter. The bartender steals about silently. Pallid 
young men, well-dressed, sit solitary at tables, or 
tiptoe across the floor to whisper to a comrade. 


The system of silence, which has inspired most 
of the victims of gang murders in St. Louls to 
carry the names of their slayers with them to 
the grave, is, of course, as old as crime itself; 
and the reply, “I don’t know,” has been a fre- 
quent haven of witnesses who found it convenient 
to suffer a sudden of memory. The policy 
cf nonresistance to the police is obviously based 
upon the fact that a patrolman, when assaulted, 
is bound by no obligation to refuse to give evi- 
dence against his assuilant.
